Of the governors whose terms ex- 


pire next year, 22 are 
Republicans 


and 13 Democrats, while 17 of the 
senators are Democrats and 15 Re- 
publicans. 


The 35 governorships to be filled 


offer a wide range, both in terms and 
salaries. Among the state executives 
•whose terms expire are Frank 
O. 


Lowden of Illinois, the highest paid 
governor in the country, and S. R. 
McKelvie of Nebraska, the 
poorest 


paid. 
Mr. Lowden receives 112,000 


yearly for a four-year term, and Mr. 
McKelvie $2500 annually 
for 
two 


years. Only 12 of the 35 will receive 
over ,$5,000 a year, and five will be 
paid $3,000 or less. 


One-Year Term. 


Governor Coolidge 
of Massachus- 


etts, whose position carries a $10,00€ 
salary, is the only governor in the 
country elected for one year. 
All 


other states have either two or four- 
year terms. 


Territorial 
governors are 
better 


paid than the average state 
execu- 


tive and tuo of the four are appoint- 
ed for indefinite terms, with the re- 
sult that they remain m office 
as 


long, as a rule, as the president who 
named them. 


Francis Burton Harrison, governor- 


general of the Philippines, tops the 
list of territorial executives with an 
indefinite term and a $20.000 yearly 
salary. 
Arthur Yeager. governor o£ 


Porto Rico, receives $10,000 and is ap- 
pointed for an indefinite term. Gov- 
ernor Thomas Riggs, jr., of Alaska, 
and C. J. McCarthy of Hawaii, each 
recefvc annual salaries of $7,000 dur- 
ing their four-year terms.

Frazier, the non-partisan league Gov- 
ernor of North Dakota, receiving 9: 
Henry Ford 12, Louis P. Post, assist- 
ant secretary of labor 17, and Dr. Her 
bcrt Bigelow of Cincinnati 7. 


Between the first and second ballots, 


Otto Branstetter, national 
secretary 


of the socialist party came before the J 
convention and advised the dropping' 
of Debs' name. The convention there-, 
upon decided to drop all but the lead- j 
ing pair, Christensen and Malone. On 
the next ballot Christensen received 
192.5 votes and Malone 174.6. 


It was nearly 8 a. m. when, a presi- 


dential candidate was selected. Then 
for trwo hours the convention wrangled 
over a vice presidential candidate. 


A score of names were presented. 


Included among them were those of' 


Henry Ford and Mrs. Carrie Chap- 
man Catt. 
Those present who were 


placed in nomination hastened to with- 
draw, and the friends of those who 
were not there in person did the hon- 
ors for him. Finally only three were 
left, Ford, Mrs. Catt and Hayes. Mrs. 
Catt is in

present. 


Hays had previously

•withdrawn, but the convention would 
not hear ot it. 


With dawn breaking over the roof 


tops and most of the delegates nod- 
ding wearily in their seats the con- 


vention decided that 
Hays would 


have to allow him«e!f to be drafted 
for the job and he was. 


Christensen vas unkown to the la- 


bor group a week ago,«and he was but 
little known to the Forty 
Eighters 


when they met here. PTe was ch'osen 
permanent chairman of 
the 
Forty 


Eight convention and rapidly gained 
popularity. He was one of the earliest 
advocates of a "third party coalition", 
he is 49 years old and unmarried. He 
graduated from Cornel!

HIOANS are naturally interested in what outsiders have to 


say regarding their two distinguished fellow citizens who 


have been honored with nominations for the presidency. These 
outside impressions are always more frank than can be obtain- 
ed at home and they are frequently more accurate than judg- 
mejtits formed by'those of us\whose contact is more intimate. 


Under the caption, "Cox' and Company," The New York 


Globe has the following to say about the Democratic nominee 
together with a few incidental "observations and comparisons, 
with Senator Harding: 


* "If one were to meet the two men under assumed names 


at a banquet of the Ohio '.Newspaper Publishers' Association it 
would probably be Cox who would sti'ck in the memory and 
Harding who would slip away into a large, opaque obscurity. 
This is not to say that Cox has more personality. 
It may be 


merely that he'has the "knack of making more effective use of 
what he has. / It may be that he is more voluble. Perhaps he 
can get started more quickly than Harding, turn a corner more 
sharply, stop within a shorter distance. In small decisions he 
certainly acts more quickly and with more independence. As 
President he might be hitched with a longer halter than Hard- 


T 
''But there the distinction ends. Cox will be as surely hitch- 


ed as Harding is. 
An American President has to be looked up- 


on as a group rather than as an individual; if he tries to be an 
individual he draws down upon himself, as Woodrow .Wilson 
has done, the fierce hatred of his opponents and the jealousy 
of members of his own party. The Cox group includes, first of 
all. the bosses of Tammany and its kindred machines in other 
ptates 
These bosses are shrewd guessers, and they rarely pick 


men they cannot handle. Their interest in the presidency is not 
in its policies, but in its spoils. If Cox wins they will demand 
rewards, the eftVct of which will be to drag down the federal 
offices in New" York and other important cities to the level of 
Tammany Hall, which is ,at present at its lowest ebb m honesty 
and intelligence. There is nothing in Cox's record to indicate 
that lie will resist these demands so far as to alienate Tam- 


if Cox were an uncompromising progressive he would not 


have been nominated. 
If his party had been progressive he 


would not be running on a platform which praises the adminis- 
tration of the Postoffice Department by Secretary Burleson and 
under the cover of specious phraseology defends Secretary 
Palmer's attack upon freedom of speech and press.
